Prices  are  at  a standstill.  A few  are  higher,  more  are  lower.  It  is  likely  that 
they  will  slowly  decline*  for  the  next  three  years,  when  they  will  become  normal. 

Fruits*  are  still  scarce.  Order  early  to  be  assured  of  getting  what  you  want. 
Contraction  of  money  will  make  less  sales,  and  it  is  likely  that  there  'will  be  just 
about  enough  to  go  through  the  season.  None  will  be  left.  Otherwise  there  would 
not  have  been  enough  Plum,  Cherry  and  some  other  items  to  finish  the  season. 
Better  order  early  to  be  safe.
